Applicants take nc^ce of die fact that the application cuxrently names joint inventors. 
The Examiner has jpresumed that the subject matter of the various claims was ccmunonly owned

Aiqilicants hereby confirm that Ote subject matter of the various claims is commonly owned as 
evidenced by the assignmcxit filed with ttds appUcattoa and cunenfly recorded that real 0 153S 1 
fian>e0098. 

Clamx^ 2, 14, 15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S*C 103 (a) is being unpatentable ov^ 
Malsumoto in view of Oordon (5»8 1 5386). The Examiner asserts that Matsumoto discloses the 
claimed device except for having the feedback tnduct(»r inductively coupled to the input inductor 
Of the boost converter and proceeds to rely on Gordon for a teadiing of providiug the feedback 
inductor inductively coupled to the ixQ>ut inductor ojf the boost convmer. 

Claims 2 and 14 have bemcaiuxUedrendmng the rejection ti^^ Claims 15 

and 18 dq>end from amended daim 13 andrequircp inter alia, a feedback inductor inductively 
coiqpled to an input inductor of the boost converter, the feedback inductor being connected to a 
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cmttol input of a lecd^^ing demem

Examiner correaly states, Matsumoto lades a teadiipg of having die feedback ijadixctor 
inductively coupled to the ixiput inductor of the boost converter Alihou^ Gordon teaches a 
saturable core having a reset winding and a snubber winding, dieie is no si^geation to combine 
these clients with the elemmts of having the feedback inductor bmg connected to a control 
input of a recti^fing dement along wi& the feedback inductor being onmected to a current 
si^plyingou^utofthe rectifier circuit For diese reasons, the amended claims 15 and 18 are 
believed to be patentably distinct from the combination of Matsumoto and Gordon as applied in 
die Examiner's rejection. Reconsideration is respectfully requested 

Claims 16 and 17 are rgectcd under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsumoto in view of Gordon. The Examiner asscits diat Matsumoto and Goxdon disclose die 
claimed invention excq>t for the number of windings in the switching signals being controlled by 
ratio of the number of windings and the windings and die swtt<^iing signal being controlied by 
polarization of die windings. Hie Elxamxner further condudes diat it would have been obvious to 
. (me having ordinaiyskiU in the art at the time the inv^^ 
elements. Claims 16 and 17 depend fiom amended claim 13 and require the elemmta that are 
lackix^ from the combination ofMatsimoto and Gordon as described For die same 

reasons stated above, daimis 16 and 17 are believed to bepai^itably distinct fiom the 
combination axid reconddearatiosn is x^ectfiiUy requested 

Clahns 1 1 and 12 are rejected a 35 U.SX. (a) is being unpatentable over Matsumoto in 
view of Nfin (5, 202, 819). The Examiner correctly staitu that Matsumoto lades a teaching of 
having at least two Tcd6fyixis elements connected to at least one of the input lines and two 
controllable rectifying elemata that axe switdied. The Examiner relies on Min for disclosure of 
providing at least two rectifying elements coxmected to a least one of the input lines and two 
controlled recdfyiiKg elements that are switdied Claims 11 and 12 are a part of claim sets 
ultimatdydqyendingfiomameoQdeddaiml. As described above» daim 1 has been amaided 
bodi to darify that the feedbadc inductor is connected to a ocmtrol input of a rectifying dement 
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and to fititfaer ^^ecnfy 4iat the feedbadc 

boost convertar and b also coimected to a ciuxentsuj^^ Since 
Matsamoto lacks a teadnog of these dements and since these dements are nei&er taught nor 
suggested by Nfin^re(x>naideration and renxival of the II and 12 is 

respectfiiUy requested. 

Claims 3| 4 and 7 are rgcoed uader 35 US.C. 103(a) as being iaojiatentable over 
lv{at$anK)to in view of Gordon and fiirdier in view of Min. Claim 4 has be» cancelled. Wtdi 
respect to claims 3 and 7, the scope of Aiofie claims has been dumged by the amendment to claim 
1. Since claim 1 is beUeved to be patiQOttablydistiiKtfit>m 
above^ reoonsideradon of tfie regecdon of claims 3 and 7 is re^ectfiiUy requested 

Qaims 5 and 6 are rejected imder 35 y.S.C. section 10 3(a) as being unpat^tabie over 
MatsumotoinviewofGordonand&rtherinviewof Min. Likewise, the scope of daims 5 and 6 
has been dianged by the amendment to daim 1. Since daim 1 isbdtevedtobepatentably 
distinct ixom the refezences of record as described dx>ve^ feconsideration of the rqjection of 
claims S and 6 is respectfiiily requested 

The Amendments in cancdhng claim 2 and 14 necessitated amendment of the claims that 
depmded theiefiom. Accordingly, claims 3, 5, 6> 7, 15, }6> 17 and IShavebeen amended to 
eomct the dqpendendes.
